of their houses 
It is evidently tn» 


case that the boys, if they were intox- 
icated, obtained their whisky and beer 
through persons of age who earned It 
out to them 
That the Gazette should 


name the visiting school childien as 
the persons intoxicated is bad enough, 
but to charge reputable saloon men of 
Reno with serving intoxicating drinks 
to them is even worse 
If any of th« 


boys 01 gills who came to Reno to at-

NEW ORLEANS, La., May 16.—The 


United Confederate Veterans will meet 
in thirteenth annual reunion in thla 
city Tuesday. A. conservative estimate 
is that 200,000 visitors will be in New 
Orleans during the week. 
Decorative 


arches are being built in the down 
town streets and other work of prep- 
aration for the big gathering is being 
hastened. The meetings of the Sons of 
Veterans and of other affiliated bodies 
will serve to augment the attendance. 


The program for the entire five days 


of the reunion has been arranged so 
as to provide many interesting- fea- 
tures. The convention will assemble 
Tuesday morning in the specially con- 
structed 
auditorium 
ot the Pair 


grounds. After addresses of welcome 
by the governor of Louisiana, the may- 
or of New Orleans, representatives of 
the various commercial bodies of the 
city and the local confederate camps, 
a response will be made by Genera! 
John B. Gordon, commander-in-chief. 
A brief business session will be held in 
the afternoon. Later there will be a 
reception at the Soldiers' Home by the 
Daughters of the Confederacy and in 
the evening special entertainments at 
the Tulane and Crescent theaters. Be- 
tween the two business sessions of 
Wednesday an hour will be devoted at 
noon to memorial services in honor of 
Jefferson Davis and the Daughters of 
the Confederacy. In the evening a 
grand ball will be given in honor ol 
the sponsors and maids of honor of tht 
convention. 


Thursday will be occupied with rou- 


tine business by the convention and 
with visits to places of interest in and 
about the city. A second grand ball 
will be held in the evening. Friday is 
the day of the big parade, which will 
take place in the afternoon. The most 
important feature of Saturday will be 
the decoration of Confederate graven 
in the local cemeteries. 


Many important matters ai e to come 


before the gieat reunion of the vete- 
rans, and which will be proper steps 
to be taken -to teach young men and 
women the true history of the causes 
of the great civil war and of the war 
itself 
A gieat ef£oit to instill into the 


minds of the young in the south the 
truth of the conflict is being made by 
the histoncal committee of the asso- 
ciation, of which General S. D. Lee is 
the chairman. 


The annual convention of the Confed- 


erate Memorial association, of which 
Mrs W. J Behan is president, will be 
held in New Orleans during the reunion 
of the veterans. The opening services 
of this convention will be the usual 
Jefferson 
Davis memorial 
service, 


which will be held in Christ's church 
cathedral on Tuesday. To this great 
memorial service all United Confeder- 
ate Veterans, Sons of Veterans and 
Daughters of the 
Confederacy havo 


been cordially invited to assist. Gen 
eral J. B. Gordon has announced hU 
desire that every person visiting New 
Orleans during the reunion shall take 
part in the service, as a mark of appre. 
elation to the women of the south, and 
their great work.

CONFIDENCE AND PROSPERITY 


T 


HE San Francisco Chronicle of Sunday last contains 


a well written article on the business situation, in 


"Which the writer whose name is not given takes the po- 
sition that confidence is the corner stone of prosperity. 
"That confidence is an important factor in business no one 
^conversant with industrial and financial affairs will deny, 
'tout to say tha it is the corner stone of prosperity is g6mg 
«entirely too far. 


^Confidence which does not rest upon a substantial 


Toasis is the most dangerous element affecting business 
conditions. It leads to overspeculation and overproduction 
'.and then comes the crash which carries ruin far and wide. 
T-his writer says that there would be no such thing as 
overproduction if confidence could be maintained. But 
right there is the weak spot in his argument. The extent 
to which production can be carried depends not upon con- 
fidence, but upon the ability of the people to consume 
-tw!ha.t is produced. If production goes beyond that point 
ithere is bound to be an excess which cannot be disposed of. 


•Even if people remain confident in the most optomistic 


•way, they are not going to buy what they cannot use, nor 
•will they buy, as a. rule-, in excess of their ability to pay. 
'Their purchases are limited both by their actual needs and 
their income. The confidence referred to is the main cause 
•of over production, and when this becomes distinctly 
•marked confidence begins to weaken and then comes eith- 
er a, panic or a season of business depression, 


'The idea that meie confidence will adjust production 


>to consumption in such manner as to preserve business ac- 
tivity and general prosperity is not sound economics. 
Confidence is a valuable adjunct when basic conditions are 
:good, but when they are not good the confidence is mis- 
rplaced, and may easily load to untold calamities through- 
-out the business world. 


THE JOURNAL fears that its intimation that peace 


j-eigris in the Philippines was a little premature. A later 
dispatch from Manila states that another fight has taken 
place in Minclunoa, Captain Pershmg's rear guard halving 
fceeri attacked by hostile Moros. 
However, it did'Jjnot 


•amount to much as jll ot the Moros are reported as having 
"toeen killed, \\hile the Americans had only two men wound- 
•ecl. The same uispatch says that the latest leports place 
ihe number of Moros . killed at Taraca at three hundred. 
From "Washing-ton we ate informed that the total Ameri- 
-can !oss in these recent operations was only two killed and 
•four wounded, that the hostile natives have been thor- 
oughly chastised, ami that all others know "our friendship 
as valuable and is freely extended to all who deserve." So 
It would seem that if we were a little previous in our 
•statement, we have a sine enough peace now. It is to be 
Sloped so at all events. 


EVERYTHING indicates that Democrats and Silver 


party men will vie with Republicans in the heartiness of 
their welcome to President Roosevelt. This is as it should 
be. Party differences, of course, still exist, but there is 
Jess of bitterness in these differences than there have been 
5n times past. Every patriotic American should be glad to 
re.cognize the fact that no man is likely to be elevated to 
the presidential chair unless he be far and away above 
She average of men.

ing in Nevada will bo gratifying to him and a credit to our

trial was granted. She was convicted a second time and

recent strikes t are 'proof that labor is not getting its 


sh?re of the prosperity. That the cost of living has great- 
ly increased and that wages have not kept pace with the 
increase. That terse statement comes very near covering 
the whole question. "It is very seldom that a strike occurs 
without some cause. 
Some-strikes have less cause than 


others, and some, whatever the grievances may be, are 
unwise, either in their inception or the manner in which 
they are conducted. But almost invariably there is a" 
cause. 


There need not be actual suffering to justify a strike. 


Even though a man's wages may be sufficient to provide 
him with the ordinary necessaries of life, it does not fol- 
low that he must be satisfied. Almost everything in this 
world is considered comparatively, and the workingman 
naturally compares his condition with that of his employ- 
er. If the wageworker is making a bare living while the 
employer's profits are mounting up into millions, ultimate- 
ly, perhaps, running into billions, the man who works for 
wages and creates the wealth has a right to feel that the 
profits are not being equitably divided. 


Even when wages are advanced so as fully to meet {he 


increased cost of living, the wage worker does no more 
than to keep even. Hence, when the product of his toil 
;produces untold millions to be disbursed in dividends 
it is unreasonable to expect that wage worker to be con- 
tent with the situation. This is a phase of the question 
which is generally overlooked; the idea prevailirlg to a 
great extent that workingmen should never strike unless 
they are reduced to a condition of actual suffering.. This 
idea is unphilosophical and unjust. 
"Workingmen have a 


right' to demand their full share of whatever prosperity 
may abound.
